Officials here turned their attention 
to reports of threats upon foreigners 
in Chihuahua City by Villa and ex- 
pected to learn from .American Con- 
sul Letcher details of what had taken 
place since Chihuahua was evacuated 
by the rebels. 


Fletcher's Dispatch. 
The latest messages from Admiral 
Fletcher were summarized in the fol- 
lowing statement, made public by the 
navy "department:

Fletcher, on board the Taconia. dated 
3:00 
p. m.. Saturday. December 13th,

M. S. Harmione was in the river, car- 
rving the flag of Rear Admiral Cra- 
dock.

Admiral Fletcher advises -that condi- 
tions hava not changed and that the 
Ward liner Moro Castle has arrived. 
There is a north wind blowing and 
until the weather moderates it will 
not be possible, to transfer refugees to 
the steamer.

Mysterious Hazel Dean Escapes New 


York's Eyes After Telling Sensa 


tional Stories and Attempting 


Suicide.

New York, Dec. 15.—Hazel Dean has 
gone to the country—and that is per 
haps as much as New York will ever 
know about one of the most battling 
and 
helpless 
bits of human flotsam 
that the turbulence of the great city 
ever cast up. 
Nobody knows where 
Hazel came from. Nobody knows her 
real name. Nobody but Hazel and the 
police magistrate 
knows where 
she 
has gone in the country. 
Several weeks ago, very late one 
dark night, 
a pathetic little 
figure 


muffled to the ears in a big coat, dart 
ed into one of the entrances of Cent 
ral Park and scurried down a by-path 
She did not 
enter 
from the great 
avenue gate. Past the benches with 
their belated loungers and lovers she 
sped, past the arc lights, and into the 
wildest parts of the big play grounds. 
The little 
figure hurried into a se- 
cluded nook 
behind a large rock as 
though it was a favorite rendezvous, 
and stopping there she 
produced a 
phial and swallowed something. 
A 
park policeman, who. unknown to her, 
,iad been following the flitting figure, 
ran up and dashed the phial from the 
_irl's hand before she could swallow 
anymore of its contents. Shaking with 
dry sobs, the little figure was hur- 
ried to Flower Hospital. There she 
said she 
was 
Hazel Dean, sixteen 
years old, an artist's model. She ad- 
mitted she had taken bichloride of 
nercury because she wanted to die. 
31%e seemed quite impatient because 
the doctors 
prevented her from ac- 
complishing her desire. 
Hazel at once became a prisoner, 
and but for the kindness of strangers 
would have gone to the island, for by 
he laws of the Empire state suicide 
lere 
brings 
either 
the sought for 
death or imprisonment. It is a crime 
against the state to take one's life and 
f one does not succeed in killing one- 
self, imprisonment is the penalty. 
Since 
then Hazel has been a be- 
vildering case of. conterdictions. She 
s about 
the 
only girl who 
ever 
ichieved the spotlight of publicity in 
big New Y'ork who did not go on the 
stage. 
Hazel is pretty and had of- 
ers to go the stage but refused them 
til. 
Pretty girls who get 
their pic- 
ures in the 
New 
Y'ork newspapers 
ind do not go on the stage usually 
marry. 
Hazel received many offers 


jf marriage but spurned them all. She 
leclared she would never marry. 
v 


The girl admitted that Hazel Dean 


vas not. her right name. She amena- 
xl it with Helen Fitzgerald, and then 
admitted that Helen might not be her 
•iglit name, any 
more than 
Hazel, 
she said she came from an old south- 
ern family, and wanted to hide her 
dentity that her people might not be 
humiliated. She followed that up with 
an admission that she was an orphan 
without any relatives and came from 
some place near New York. 
The most 
mysterious thing about 
Hazel was that she seemed to be fib- 
bing with no object except to keep her 
real name a deep dark secret. She is 
a beautiful girl of obvious refinement 
and good breading. 
Her speech and 
manner betrayed excellent education 
and training. She seemed to want to 
gain nothing from her misrepresenta- 
tions and 
admitted falsehoods. She 
shunned notoriety, refused to talk for 
publication, declined 
offers 
of mar- 


riage and 
stage 
propositions. Her 
pictures were published broadcast, yet 
no one ever appeared to claim rela- 
tionship with the girl. 
Nobody was 


found to know her. 


When she was placed in the hospi- 
tal, she said that she had tried to die 
because a girl 
could not 
make an 
honest living in New Y'ork. She said 
she came here to pose for artists and 
met with insults. Penryn Stanlaws. 
an artist of 
prominence 
interested 


himself 
in the model, and he and 


Mrs. 
Stanlaws took her home to their 
studio apartment, where she lived for 
several weeks. 
Stanlaws kindly told 
the child—for 
Hazel is 
little more 
than a child—that her story if un- 
true, should be 
corrected, as it re- 


flected on all artists, many of them 
were his very best friends. 
The girl then said readily that her 
story was a fabrication. She said that 
she had met with nothing but courte- 
ous treatment 
from the artists 
for 
whom she posed and that they paid 
her enough 
money to enable her to 


live. Pressed for the reason why she 
wanted to die, she said simply that 
she was tired of living. Was there a 
love affair? 
No, certainly not. Hazel 


never had 
a sweetheart in her life 


And so 
it went. 
The girl told one 
story after another, only to deny eacli 
in turn and each denial left her mys- 
tery deeper than before. 


Finally she was entirely well. Her 
body 
was nourished 
and the color 
came back into her cheeks, the sparkle 
to her eye. 
Stanlaws 
and his wife 


-joulrl not keep her. 
She was still a 
ward of the court. 
Dozens o£ offers 


from kind-hearted and reliable people 
had come to give the girl a home. The 
magistrate investigated the offers and 
selected a. home in the country for 
'he Kirl. She said she was willing to 
<*o there and that perhaps is the end 
of Hazel Dean, an absorbing mvstery 
of brief span, so far as the public is 
••.oncerned. 
Mvsteries are 
not long- 
lived in New York.

Southern Representation. 
If the committee decides tomorrow 
to call a convention it is highly prob- 
able there will be some discussion of 
how best to reduce the southern rep- 
resentation in future conventions The 
republican 
congressional 'committee- 
has drawn up several tentative plans 
tor presentation to the national com- 
mittee. The plan which lias met with 
greatest favor in the 
congressional 
committee proposes four delegates at 
large from each state and a number 
proportionate to the republican vote 
cast in the election of 1908 in each 
congressional district. The plan was 
discussed today with favor by some 
ot the best known men on the com- 
mittee. They pointed out that since 
the election of 1908 there had been a 
census and a congressional reappor- 
tionnient; that many states had not 
the same number of representatives 
now that they had in that year and 
that m other states democratic legis- 
latures had made reapportionments. 
Another Proposal. 
A new proposal growing out of that 
plan was made by several commit- 
teemen. It proposes four delegates at 
large from each state, one from each 
congrssional district and one addition- 
al delegate from each congressional 
district where the republican vote ca«=t 
bore a certain ratio to the total vote.

cannot decide to call a convention is

Dairymen Use It to Ascertain the 


Actual Production c-f the Indi- 


vidual Animals. 
(By A. B. West.) 


In previous articles frequent men- 


tion has been made of the Babcock 
Milk Tester. 


Let us now see what the Babcock 
Milk Tester is and what it may do 
for the dairyman. 
And when we use 
the term "dairyman" we mean not 
only the farmer who makes dairyins. 
his chief business but any farmer who 
has a dairy.

A study of this table 
will 
show 
great variation. 
For example, cow: 
No. 1 and 2 produce almost the same 
amount ot butter fat with a variatioi 
of 750 pounds of milk, No. 1 produc 
ing that much more milk and 4 pound:- 
less of fat. Again, Nos. 7 and S vary 
only 2 pounds in amount of butter fat 
with a variation of 4,609 pounds of 
milk. 
Cows 11 and 12 with only ii 


pounds difference in amount of butter 
fat show a difference of over 6,000 
pounds in amount of milk produced. 


The Dairyman's Problem. 
Now what a dairyman 
wishes 
to 


know about his machine for manufac- 
turing milk, namely the cow, is' jusi 
what 
any 
manufacturer 
wishes to 
know about his niachines—what is the 
market value of their 
product—not 
how .much they turn out. 
The only 
way for the dairyman to learn this is 
by the use of both scales and Babcock 
test. 
Knowing the value of the pro- 
duct and the cost of production he is 
then able to determine which of his 
cows are profitable 
and which un- 
profitable, which he shall dispose of 
for beef and which he shall use for 
breeding for improving his herd. 


•The terms 5 per cent milk, 3 per 
cent milk, etc., are so familiar as to 
scarcely need explanation. 
One hun- 
dred pounds of 5 per cent milk con- 
taining 5 pounds 
of fat, and 
100 


pounds of 3 per cent milk Containing 
3 pounds of fat. It is perhaps not so 
well known that 5 pounds of butter 
:at will make 5 5-G pounds of butter 


and 3 pounds of butter fat will pro- 
duce 31,;. pounds butter. 


A dairyman wishing to make use 


of the Babcock lost must first weigh 
arid record his milk. To do this each 
cow's pail of milk must be weighed 
and the weight recorded. The scales 
with which the weighing is done must 
be in a convenient place with record 
sheet and pencil close at hand. 


Testing Once a Month. 


Now the testing may lie done once 
a month using samples of both night's 
and morning's milk, following the di- 
rections given with the tester. 
At the end of the month the total 


weight of milk given by each cow is 
found by adding up the columns on 
the milk sheet, placing the sums at 
the bottom. 
On the next line below 
the average test of each cow's milk 
is written and on the last lino-at the 
bottom the weight of butter fat "by 
^ach cow. This is obtained by mul- 
tiplying the total weight of milk by 
the fat test. By comparing the pounds 
of fat given by different cows each 
month, and throughout 
the 
season, 


one can tell which cow has brought 
in the most money and which has pro- 
duced the least. 
Aside from the use of the Babcock 
test to determine the economic value 
of the individuals of the herd, these 
are two other important uses of the 
on the farm. 
It may be used to test 


the milk or cream before it is sold 
r.o determine if the testing done at 
the factory is correct.

This amount will more than pay for 
entire expense of installing and. op- 
srating a Babcock test. 


Further Advancement, 


In closing let me quote from L. H. 
Hussell in Wisconsin Circular No. 23: 
'When a dairyman learns to use the 
iabcock test, he is started on the way

salvation, not 
vholly for what it does for him by 
:he way of lessening his losses or in- 
leasing his gains, but for the effect 
vvhich it exerts on his 
attitude of 
nind. 
The Babcock test strikes the

WHO OWNS THE CORPORA- 


TIONS? 
I 


The New York chamber of com- 


merce is now engaged in compiling 
statistics on the ownership of cor- 
porations, and the work is so near 
completion that the figures show a 
constituency of stockholders, repre- 
senting an army of 5,000,000 people. 
A very large percentage of this army 
are American citizens, and the re- 
lentless fight being made against this 
class of investers is a fight against 
our own people. 


A railroad or a large corporation is 


an impersonal thing. The men who 
appear on the surface, and who are 
held responsible for success or fail- 
ure, are the officers and directors, 
custodians of a trust as sacred as the 
guardianship of an estate, but the 
tone and sinew of all these great en- 
terprises is composed of the 
indi- 


vidual 5,000,000 units, whose invest- 
ments furnish the life blood. That a 
much larger constituency is equally 
interested is very clearly brought out 
by the following comments from an 
exchange: 


"But the public interest in the cor- 


porations does not end with mere 
stock 
and 
bond 
holdings. Every 


member of a friendly society paying 
weekly dues, every member of a labor 
union, every man, woman and child 
with a deposit in the savings bank, 
every holder of a life insurance pol- 
icy, is interested in maintaining the 
integrity of the corporations and pro- 
tecting them from mischievous politi- 
cal attack. 


"It cannot be said too often that 


the stockholder can do as much for 
himself as the. newspapers can do for 
him. No legislation can protect him 
from his own indolence. Sinsly. he 
is a power, and united, he will con- 
stitute part of a force with which 
any administration, however radical, 
must reckon. 
Even when organized 


he must constitute himself an instru- 
ment of propaganda at least as active 
as the populists and the socialists 
who seek to tear his property in 
pieces, in the hone of securing some- 
thing for themselves in the scramble. 


"He can begin with his own house- 


hold. 
His cook puts money in the 


savings banks, which invest in bonds. 
His neighbor holds a policy on his 
life, and insures his house against 
fire, and the value of that insurance 
is dependent upon the credit of the 
corporations which issue the securi- 
ties. His gardener and the mail car- 
rier, and the policeman on the beat, 
tave 
all 
their 
friendly 
societies, 


equally interested. 
His church may 


be dependent for its endowment on 
such investments, and certainly, the 
contributions of the benevolent are 
limited by the 
profits 
of. industry 


which rise or fall directly with the 
public credit. 


"The attack of the politicians is 


rot upon the the multi-millionaires, 
but upon every form of thrift. 
It is 


the old envy of those wh.o have little, 
and deserve less, used as a weapon 
to harry those who have denied them- 
selves that their children may have 
better opportunities, and that their 
self-denial may win them well-earned 
ease in old age. 


"Here is an organization which in 


its ramifications includes a body out 
numbering the labor unions ten for 
one. It is not opposed to progress or 
sound statutory protection of the in- 
vestor. Its every interest lies with 
legitimate guarantees. 
But it can ex- 


ercise a power that should make it 
the much to be desired balance wheel 
in the machinery of popular govern- 
ment."

banks soon sprang into existence, and 
losses piled up so fast that the guar- 
antee fund of some two and a. quar- 
ter million dollars was soon paid out, 
and today the fund is short half a 
million dollars.

Pekin, Dec. 15.—Dr. Wu Ting-Fang 
twice Chinese minister to the United 
States, Cuba and Peru, and secretary 
of foreign 
affairs 
in President Sun 
Yat-sen's provisional republican cabi- 
net in 1911, today formally accepted 
a commission 
from President Yuan 
Shih Kai to travel abroad as a sp-ecial 
envoy to thank the various powers for 
their formal recognition of the Chi- 
nese republic. - Although Dr. Wu was 
not a candidate, he received several

Yuan was elected last month to a full 
five year term. Dr. Wu will come up 
from Shanghai in a few days to re- 
ceive his instructions.

princmles of Christian faith, declared 
Mr. Hazen. Men are too anxious to 
gain business advantage 
by 
sharp 
and mean subterfuges, resorting 
toa 
often to downright dishonest 
acts. 
They defend themselves 
by saying 
that it is a matter of self-defense that 
ihe'r competitor d.oes the same thing, 
and that their existence in the bus- 
iness community depends upon meet- 
ing their competitors in their 
own 
?ame. But a true 
Christian allows 
nothing, public opinion or wealth, to 
stand between him and the honest at- 
tempt to actually live out the teach- 
ings of Christ. 


As in private life we have our per- 
sonal temptations and trials, so the 
business man is continually 
pressed 
with problems of the 
hardest sort 
requiring a valiant struggle to hold 


from the tendency to dishonestly gain 
advantage, to further his own schemes 
at the expense of others. 
Business 
men should meet 
their 
rivals 
with 


the same fortitude as did Christ in 
his battle to overcome the supersti- 
tions, prejudices and 
animosities of 
his time. 


The majority of the Christians are 


placed in circumstances to become 
Christians. 
The church and its doc- 
trine must be given to 
assist, 
not 
second, but first among 
those 
who 


are struggling in lives surrounded by 
sin.

Too often the tend- 
ency seems to shun those that have
